OBITUARY 


MR. E. D. MCLAUGHLIN 


Mr. Edward Drew McLaughlin, who 
died last Thursday, was the fifth son 
ofthe Rev. Alexander McLaughlin, 
Rector of Doone, County Limerick, 
and Chancellor of Cashel. Born in 
1857, he entered Trinity College, 
Dublin, in October, 1873, with a school 
exhibition, He ‘received his LL.B. 
degree in 1877. He gained first place 
at the entrance examination to the 
solicitors’ profession in 1875, and won 
the Findlater Scholarship. Admitted 
a solicitor in 1880, he was appointed 
County Court Registrar for Donegal, 
— office he resigned after five 

ae his appointment to the 
peak Crown Solicitorship for 
Queen’s County, he was 
appointed Crown Solicitor for that 
county, He held the office of President 
of the Incorporated Law Society for 
1904 to 1905. In 1907 he was 
pointed Chief Clerk to the Lord 
Ch hancellor. He served under five 
Lords Chancellor, and, after that office 
was abolished in Ireland, under two 
Chief Justices, until his resignation in 
1926. He was a Governor of King’s 
Hospital School, and Chairman of the 
Board. Since 1926 he was Governor 
of the Drummond Institute, Governor 
of the Orth ic.

larder. Taking the view that it is 
the farmer’s business to hearken to 


official counsels, or nursing the hope | 


that shipments’ of food may somehow 
arrive in the nick of time to re-stock 
their cupboards, thousands of citizens 


fail to realise that the allotment and ‘ to-day 


the vegetable garden now are of 
immeasurably greater moment than 
the tennis court or the golf links— 
or even this year’s seaside holiday. 
Now that an organised body of bank 
officia}é has resolved to shun such 
delights, and to lead laborious after- 
noons and evenings with the harrow 
and spade, those who have remained 
deaf to precept may—and, we believe, 
will—feel themselves constrained to 
yield to the force of example, Let 
it not be said that time is too short, 
or space too limited, or seeds too 
scarce to make such efforts worth 
while. The fact remains that every 
tenth of an acre cultivated is enough 
to keep the average family supplied 
with vitamins for many months; 
that the yield of that tenth of an 
acre means a positive contribution to 
the sum of the nation’s food supplies, 
and that it may mean all the 
difference between starvation and 
sustenance to somebody’s family. 

It may be said, of course, that 
only the comparatively few can 
command the space, or the energy, 
oz the skill to make such positive 
contributions to the nation’s food 
supplies. That is undeniably true; 
but are there not many other direc- 
tions in. which the moral of the 
bankers’ example may be applied? 
Is it not everybody’s imperative duty 
to contribute something to the 
country’s material resources, and 
safety—not to wait for somebody’s 
invitation to join an organisation, 
but, to discover some unbeaten path 
or line of action, however unorthodox 
it may seem to be? If the will is 


| there, many such ways assuredly can 


be found. Never was there greater 
need for originality’ and personal 
initiative, Never was there more 
need for readiness to break with 
habits and formalities. Apart from 
the promptings of a desire to render 
public service, never was it more 
necessary that the self-regarding 
citizen should break the shackles of 
convention and critical complacency. 
Never was there less use for the 
complacent critic, or more insistent 
need for those who are ready to 
accept whatever risks may stand in 
the way of useful effort. That way 
can, and in the majority of cases 
will, be found through participation 
in the efforts of the Red Cross, or the 
parish council, or the community 
kitchen, or some other organisation— 
to say nothing of the defence forces. 
Given the will, some way will be 
found. Those sixty-five acres of 
tillage are ju-t now «f greater press- 
ing importance than the provisions 
of the Central Bank—or any other— 
Bill. Now the need is for all hands 
to the pumps. If the ship can be 
kept somewhere near an even keel, 
there will be ample time in which 
to set its future course—and to 
return to thoughts of cruises and 
shady awnings and comfortable deck 
chairs. 


The Struggle in. Burma 


The Japanese are not maintaining 
their Malayan rate of progress in 
Burma. Rangoon fell to them on 
March 7th, and they allowed very 
few days to elapse before their forces 
moved northwards in the direction 
of Mandalay; yet in the interval 
they have advanced little more than 


| 150 miles, and for most of the time 


they have been, to all intents and 
purposes, stationary. Nevertheless. 
they continue to press their attack, 
and it is reported that the defenders 
are beginning to feel the strain of 
constant fighting.

Paper Salvage 


Excellent progress is reported by the 
Waste Paper Recovery Association in 
its widespread salvage campaign.’ 'The 
Association is composed of the leading 
newspaper bodies, who have, of course, 
a vital interest in seeing that every 
possible scrap of paper is available for 
re-pulping. By reducing the thickness of 
their ’bus, tram and trolley "bua tickets 
by the four- thousandth of an inch. the 
London Passenger Transport Board 
are saving 489 tons of paper pulp, and 
by reducing the size of: the tickets 
slightly are to save another 111 tons. 
The railway companies also have 
followed suit. The G.W.R.. which 
issued 56,891,511 tickets last year, has 
reduced their thickness from s 03 to 
026 inches. In the. United States now 
everyone who wants to buy a tube of 
toothpaste or shaving cream has to 
produce an empty tube first. Under an 
order made by the War Production 
Board, shopkeepers must collect the 
used tubes as part of the purchase 
price of the new. This regulation has 
been applied because appeals to tha 
public to conserve and return their 
tubes had gone unheeded. 

Bird Life 

How bird life within the bounds of 
the great metropolis flourished in 
numbers and varieties between the two 
wars is told in the current issue of the 
Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds’. Quarterly by Mr. Hockley 
Clarke. Mr. Clarke saw two or three 
fine families of blackbirds establish 
themselves in Lincoln’s Inn Fields, 
where the square was filled with 
melody. He praises the work of the 
London County Council as a fairy god- 
mother in fitting nesting boxes on the 
trees for sparrows. Hyde Park also 
was attracting more and more birds 
before the war. In tha Dell it 
sheltered a notable blackbird, with 
back and wings flecked with white, as 
if someone had carelessly dropped 
spoonfuls of salt on to him. In the 
park the cries of the crows were an 
especially pleasant sound. One after- 
noon in the ear'y spring Mr. Clarke 
even heard the gentle cadence of a 
willow warbler. In Regent’s Park he 
counted six nests of blackbirds in as 
many minutes. In spite of the man 
months of air raids, huge flocks of 
starlings still come in nightly to rest in 
St. James’s Par at St. Martin-in-the- 
Fields, the National Portrait Gallery 
on Savov Hill and on places in the 
city, and pigeons seem as numerous as 
ever.

U Ister and Burma 


Burma was brought under the British 
Crown during the term of the first 
Marquess of Dnufferin and, Ava as 
Viceroy of India. Its annexation was 
one of his greatest achievements, and 
the Ava in his title comes from the 
territory, twice as big as France, which 
was overrun by the British lesa 
than a fortnight of 1885. 

Now, one of the best biograp ies of 
the Marquess—‘* Helen’s Tower -—was 
written by his nephew, Harold 
Nicholson, whose speech at University 
College, Dublin, a few weeks ago, 
caused something of a stir in England. 
Mr. Nicholson, in his turn, 1s de- 
scended, on his mother’s side, from the 
'98 rebel, Archibald Hamilton Rowan. 


The great Lord Dufferin married a 
Hamilton, as did Mr. Nicholson's 
father, the first Lord Carnock; and 
the first Baroness Dufferin (in her own 
right) was a Hamilton” She brought 
her hysband the courtyard and gate- 
house of Killyleagh Castle, while, 
under the strangely-interpreted will of 
hee grandfather, the other half of the 
castle remained in the Hamilton family 
—a cause of friction between the 
Blackwoods and Hamiltons throughout 
the 17th and 18th centuries.

But ‘ hoarding,” he shows, means 
“taking money out of the stream of 
circulation (and) does not enrich the 
community; in fact, it makes it 
poorer.”’ This seems to take the virtue 
out of thrift, and that requires ex-

To turn, however, to the new 
chapters; In a difficult and rather 
diffuse chapter he returns again to the 
subject of bank money. ere he 
uotes from Crowther’s Outline of 

oney. .‘‘ There are many paradoxes 
in the banking business. No banker 
could pay all hig liabilities in cash on 
demand if they were all to be pre- 
sented at once, In that sense every 
banker is always insolvent. But the 
bankers’ whole business depends ab- 
solutely upon his reputation for 
solvency, upon the public’s belief 
in his ability to pay ever 
demand upon him in cash,’ 
and commenting on. this O’Rahilly 
writes: “The only ethical validation 
of modern banks lies in regarding them 
as public institutions to which has 
been delegated the function of issuing 
and allocating the major part of the 
money necessary for business.” This 
is largely the burden of the book. 


Social Credit 


Taking a more familiar theme, he 
examines the Social: Credit schemes of 
Major Douglas, and in particular the 
famous arb theorem. This examuna- 
tion is a most useful piece of work, 
and, though rejecting the Douglas 
schemes, the examination is done sym- 
pathetically. (Zn passant it may be re- 
marked that some Irish economists are 
dealt with vigorously in the book.) 
A chapter on war finance lays bare 
some of the mysteries of how Britain 
is financing the war, with, of course, 
the inevitable comparison of what we 
are not doing to finance neutrality. 
Here again authoritative quotation is 
pertinent and conviticing. 

Concurrently with the publication of 
this work appeared our Central Bank 
Bill, and it will be most appropriate 
to see how far the conditions which 
O'Rahilly lays down for a Central 
Bank have been fulfilled. The bill 
proposes that the Central Bank 


trolled by the State, and that its 
general function shall be “' to maintain 
the integrity of the currency and that 
in what. pertains to the control of 
credit the constant and predominant 
aim shall be the welfare of the people 
as a whole”; but to this “ general 
function ” there is joined the definite 
condition requiring the maintenance 
of parity with sterling. It is said of 
Henry Ford that when asked in what 
colours could his model T be bought 
he replied: “ Any colour you like as

Of that theatre Mr. Lennox Robinson 
was to be one of thé most brilliant 
dramatists, and when, at the end of 
“ Curtain Up,” he says: “T sometimes 
think that ‘The Whiteheaded’ Boy’ 
is the best Irish comedy since ‘She 
Stoops to Conquer,’’” many Irish 
readers will be inclined to agree— 
h they may wonder what “ She 
s to Conquer,” which is not Irish 
1. has to io with the question. 


The fact does not prevent Goldsmith ' 


from being the most lovable of men, 
but the last farcical act of his comedy 
is in the direct tradition of the horse- 
lay of the ‘‘Merry Wives of Windsor,”’ 
han which nothing could be more un- 
Irish. ‘‘ The Whiteheaded Boy’’ has 
claims to being in the true classic 
tradition of Mboliére, whereas ‘‘ She 
Stoops to Conquer” is essentially 
Beotian. At least as Irish as ‘‘ The 
Whiteheaded Boy”. is, Mr. Lennox 
Robinson’s ‘‘Ever the Twain,” in which 
the high comedy of Anglo-Anierican 
relations in peace-time is stated with 
such Irish detachment that the play 
has never been put on for a run in 
either London er New York. 

At the end of this autobiography, 
in which the author, as well as re 
counting his successes, tells ruefully 
of his occasional failures to meet the 
mind, the literary need, of Ireland, he 
has a moving passage which, as the 
statement of an attitude, has validity 
for most Anglo-Irishmen of goodwill : 

But’ behind these people, these 
dear men and women, is the thing, 
vague and yet luminous, which 
atarted to take shape and to glow 
as soon as I was old enough: to 
have a mind and judgment of my 
own. Women and men I grew to 
know, or read. of in history, 
suffered and died for this thing. 
1 gave nothing, suffered ‘nothing— 
in fact, received much from it. I 
made no sacrifice, Through years 
it still glows, after years—some of 
aie a agai is still not 

ssible for me to think of any 
‘fe apart from it. I wouldn’t be 
just to Ireland or to myself if I 
didn’t say that this strange Irish 
thing has been the commanding 
force in my life. 

lt will be noticed with what ease 
and grace the prose moves. In fact, 
the surprising thing about this auto- 
biography is that the author of that

‘Curtain Up” will be valued by 
readers everywhere for the delightful 
ortraits the author paints of his many 
riends, most notably those of Hazel 
Lavery and Harry Clarke. A dis- 
appointment, however, may be that in 
writing of W. B. Yeats he lays aside 
the high: comedy quality of ruefully 
amused affection which comes so 
naturally to him, For W.B. was the 
most immense, not to say Olympian, 
comedy of them all, out us an 
iain infuriating and disarming, 
all artifice and all integrity, at one 
and the same time, 

In @ section of his long and interest- 
account of the history of the 
Theatre as he has wn it, 
Mr. ox Robinson sets out to prove 
that W.B. was a great dramatist.

Objective Reviewing 


Objective reviewing of the kind 
attempted has been one of the absolute 
necessities of Trish history for man 
FS and will be invaluable to 
uture students.

HE formula of the crime story is 

so apt to be stabilised that any 

departure from it is worthy -of 
chronicling, and two of the novels 
under review represent a conspicuous 
departure. Mr. Wilde’s excellent 
thriller, indeed, is reminiscent—i 
essential respect—of very 
famous crime tale, and has borrowed 
in its technique from several others. 
Yet, starting from the good old basis 
—a house-party gathered together and

—it presents an admirably, but 
clearly, told narrative, characterised by 
American ‘‘snappiness,’’ and also by 
á clarity which frequently is absent 
from American writing.
